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torn by diviſions, nor corrupted by doctrinal errors, 
that immoralities in profeſſors have not been conniv- 
ed at through a total neglect of diſcipline, that de- 
ſires are alſo expreſſed for the honour of Zion's King, 
and for the peace and proſperity of her cauſe and 
friends, that faith is exerciſed in the ſtability of 
Zion's foundation, and that hope looketh forward to 
the future enjoyment of a celeſtial inheritance. But 
we alſo ſee reaſons in your letters for ſorrow, in that 
they relate many particular inſtances of negligence in 
the cauſe of Chriſt, Declenſions in brotherly love, 
non-attendance at the Lord's table and week-day 
meetings, conformity to worldly faſhions, and in 
fome inſtances open immoralities, which have necel- 
ſarily required open excommunications.— We parti- 
cularly obſerve an account tranſmitted to us from one 
bol the aſſociating Churches of their having been de- 
prived of the ſervices of two promiſing young miniſ- 
ters by death, ſince our laſt annual worſhip, in a part 
of which annual ſervice, one of the deceaſed miniſ- 
ters, was perſonally engaged, and that with great ac- 
ceptance, but the all-wiſe and ſovereign diſpoſer of all 
events was pleaſed to prevent his returning to the 
people he had ſerved, and called him early in life 
from labor to reſt, May the Lord enable thoſe of us, 
| who are called to ſerve you in the Lord to perform 
every ſervice, as if we expected it to be the cloſing 
| ſervice of life; and may he allo enable you ſo to join 
with us, as if you never expected either to ſee our 
faces, or hear our voices any more - We lament 
with you the alarming ſtate of our national affairs, 
and that for the ſame reaſons as ſome of you mention, 
Viz, becauſe of the alarming growth of Popery,—the

goſpel of Chriſt is neglected.— All kinds of vices and 


abominations are found among us. The flames of 


| ſpreading terror and deſolation around us. Our va- 
luable Colonies are rent from us.—We are divided at 
home, deſpiſed by neighbouring nations, and inſult- 
ed on our own coaſts by the combined forces of our 
Popiſh enemies; by which laſt mentioned event, which 
happened ſince our laſt year's letter, we find ſome of 
your fears were ſo addreſſed as that your deſtruction 
appeared to yourſelves inevitable.—Certainly out 
own doings beſet us about, and our wickedneſs cor- 
res us. Tis a dangerous truth, that as a nation we 
agree in nothing, ſo much as in bearing arms againſt the 
Lord of Hoſts, and, that if we have any centre of union, 
it is fin; and therefore without aſſuming the character 
or office of prophets, we ſincerely believe, and thus 
publicly declare our apprehenſions, that as a nation, 
we are drawing near to ſome awful Criſis, and that 
the terrible things of God's judgments make haſte to 
come upon us.— The Lord grant that we may be pre- 
pared to meet him therein, and to act an approved 
part in the day of trial! It is our comfort that the 
' Lord reigneth, and we believe that his gracious 
preſence can well ſupport us under every ſuffering, 
and make us happy amidſt the loſs of every earthly 
comfort. We wiſh that the tribulations of the world 
may through a divine bleſſing, lead us to live more 
upon Chriſt: for true peace, and that appropriating 
views of his fulneſs, a lively ſenſe of what he has al- 
ready done for us, and a well-grounded hope of what 
he will further beſtow upon us, may greatly increaſe 
our love to him and his Ways, and direct our daily 
| defires 
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deſires to that happy ſtate where the pleaſures will 
be ſuited in kind to the capacities of enjoyment, ade- 


quate in degree to thoſe er, and e with 
them in their duration 1 


You have in your letters deſired our advice about 
the concerns of your ſouls. Your requeſt is highly 
reaſonable, We herein remit it to you, may you re- 
ceive it in love, and may the Lord add his bleſſing! 


There are ſome of you whom we are willing to ad- 
dreſs, who wilfully refuſe to attend the public exer- 
_ Ciſes of worſhip with the Church you belong to, and 
do not endeavour to preſent your perſons before God, 
With that ſociety which you once joined as a profeſ- 
ſor of Chriſtianity, and in whoſe regiſter your name 
yet ſtands, If you can tell the ſearcher of hearts, the 

only Lord of conſcience, that it is from a regard for 

his glory, from a zeal for what you think is ſcripture 
truth, and from a concern for the greater improve- 
ment of your own mind in faith and holineſs, that 
you thus forſake aſſembling with the people you once 
joined, we by no means can blame your conduct; 
but if, inſlead of theſe juſt reaſons for your leaving 
the place you once filled, you leave it becauſe of 
ſome perſonal diſlike to ſome fellow member, or 
which is ſtill worſe, becauſe you are willing to live 
undiſturbed in ſome ſinful gratification, and there- 
fore keep out of the way of conviction; as we ſup- 
poſe you may chooſe to read this our annual letter, 
though you wont hear our verbal advice, we herein 
beſeech. you from pity and love to your unhappy, 
but Precious oh to ponder. the path of your feet, 
and

and think of the ſelf-accuſation and anguifh of foul 
which will moſt certainly attend you in'fome future 
ſeaſon of reflection. Are you willing to leave yout 
fin, and go to heaven, or to have your fin and go to 
hell? The perſon who confeſſeth and forſaketh his 
ſin is promiſed mercy, but he that covereth his fin 
cannot proſper, i. e. he cannot ſucceed, nor bring 
the matter to an happy iſſue, May the Lord con- 
vince you of your duty, and make your convictions 
efficacious ! 


To you who areabſent from your place inthe church, 
through the great diſtance of your habitations from it, 
| we would ſay,— Take no pleaſure in the validity of 
your excuſe, nor in the improbability there is of your 
fellow members obſerving your conduct. If you can- 
not worſhip the Lord where he has given you a 
name, you ſhould worſhip him where he now gives 
you an opportunity. And though the fellow mem- 
bers of your Church may never be able to watch 
cover your conduct, yet the great head of the Church 
encompaſſeth your path behind and before, and 'tis 
according to his judgment that you muſt finally 
ſtand or fall, e 


We would further ſay to you who cannot attend in 
your place, the public worſhip of God, on account of 
the impious and tyrannical prohibition of ſome ſuperior 
or overbearing fellow creature : Guard againſt finful 
anger, on account of this, for that is not likely either to 

convince your enemy of his fault, or to leſſen your own 
affliction. Pity your perſecutor, for his condition is aw- 
ful, and pray for deliverance or ſupport.

be feared a perſonal reſentment againſt a fellow mem- 
ber is the cauſe of their abſence, as if, becauſe ano- 
ther perſon offends me, I ought therefore to turn my 
back upon all the church, and diſobey a poſitive 
command of Chriſt © And perhaps after all the party 
pffended is himſelf moſt to be blamed, for 'tis fre- 
quently found, that thoſe who break the laws of 
Chriſt, by being ſoon angry, very angry, and long 
angry With their brother, are indeed angry with him 
without a cauſe, In all quarrels, the greateſt wrath 
is an evidence of being moſt in the fault, for the 
mind that js moſt ſuſceptive of anger, is moſt likely 
to err: And, (as one ſays) if anger be let in, it is 
not eaſy to keep Satan out. If theſe abſentees would 
be conſiſtent, they muſt alſo refuſe to fit down with 


__- Abraham and Iſaac and Jacob in the kingdom of hea- 
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ven, for in that. bleſſed communion, ſome of theſe 
objects of their preſent reſentment, will probably be 

found. How awfully true is that ſaying of Chriſt, 
even when applied to his own diſciples, © You know 
not what manner af ſpirit ye are of!“ | 


As to thoſe members who leave their places at 
the Lord's table, not becauſe they think other com- 
municants are worſe than themſelves, but becauſe 
hey oy” themſelves worle than others, utterly un- 
| worthy

worthy of all church privileges, and of all God's 
mercies; and that therefore it would be finful pre- 
ſumption in them to partake of the childrens bread. 
We earneſtly deſire direction from heaven to ſay 

ſomething for your relief.— Grace in a ſoul may be 
ülluſtrated by light in a room. The filth of a room, 
be it ever ſo much, can never be ſeen while that room 
is ſhut up in darkneſs, but the more light there is re- 
ceived into the room, the more its filth appears. So 
the moral filth, i. e. the ſinfulneſs of the ſoul is never 
to any good puypoſe diſcovered, while a perſon re- 


mains in total darkneſs or ignorance; but when the | i" 


enlightening influences of divine grace enter the 
mind, then its finfulneſs begins to appear, for the holy 
ſpirit convinceth of ſin, and that which maketh ma- 
nifeſt is light, And grace or ſpiritual light not only 
_ diſcovers the being of fin in the heart, but ſhows alſo 
its evil nature as contrary to the holy nature and will 
of God: And ſo it excites a diſlike to fin, and a 
| loathing of ſelf, as being the unhappy ſubje& of it. 
Hence it comes to pals, that the more grace any per- 

ſon poſſeſſes, the more he diſcovers of the habit, the 
activity, the badneſs and the demerit of fin in his 
own heart and life, and will conſequently be the 
more diſpleaſed with himſelf and diſtreſſed with views 
of his miſery, inſomuch, that ſometimes under alarm- 
ing diſcoveries hereof, he cries out with St. Paul, 
6 O wretched man that I am!“ So that when Church 
members think the worſt of themſelves as they then 
are moſt probably under the influence of enlightning 
grace, inſtead of taking occaſion from this to abſent 


themſelves from the Lord's table, they ſhould take en- '- 


couragement herefrom to approach unto it. And as

| with Chriſt, either in the ordinance of his ſupper, or 
any other of his inſtitutions, ——As to thoſe of our 
| dear Chriſtian friends, who are conſtant and timely 
in their attendance on the public means of grace, 
and who diſcover a temper and conduct becoming the 

; goſpel, we affectionately thank you for the encou- . 
| ragement you give us who are miniſters, for the good 
example you give to others, and for the honour you 
bring to the ways of Chriſt. May the good-will of 

him that dwelt in the buſh always attend you!

thoſe perſons who never made a public profeſſion of 
religion, but yet often attend the public means of 
grace, and chearfully contribute of their ſubſtance to- | 

ward the ſupport of Chriſt's cauſe in the world : Far 
bei it from us to think, that a PRs profeſſion of faith, 
and | 
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and joining a Chriſtian church upon earth, is ne- 
ceſſary to ſalvation; but we think that true love to 
Chriſt will influence a perſon to deſire and endeavour 
to keep all his known commandments. And that per- 
ſon who lives in the wilful omiſſion of any known 
duty, is not likely to enjoy much comfort in any 
exerciſes of worſhip. As we receive of you carnal or 
earthly things, fo we wiſh you may reap when we 
ſow ſpiritual things. But we caution you not to truſt 
in your acts of liberality, for the outward ſupport of 
religion, for after all our doings we are unprofitable 
ſervants. *Tis highly probable that in the days of 
Noah, many perſons aſſiſted in building the ark, who 

notwithſtanding were drowned in the flood. 

; We obſerve that the unhappy perſons who are caſt 
out of the churches, are generally found guilty of in- 
temperance in drinking, we therefore ſuppoſe, that 
there is peculiar need for all profeſſors as well as 
others to watch and pray againſt that fin in particular. 
Mr. Whitfield uſe to call drunkenneſs legion, becauſe 
as he ſaid, it had many ſins connected with it. And 
John Bunyan in his holy war deſcribing Diabolus' 
_ deſign to regain man's ſoul, repreſents him agreeing 
with his forces to ſtorm the town, on a market 
day at. night, Perhaps becauſe he then expected 
to find careleſs perſons intoxicated, either with 
worldly cares, or liquor, after the bargain and 
bottle had been eagerly purſued in the day. Probably 
there is no fin ſo much diſpoſes a perſon to be led 
_ captive by Satan at his will, as exceſs in drinking. 
Let the examples in ſcripture, the excommunication

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WEDNESDAY met at three in the afternoon pre- 
ciſely. Our brother I. Philips began in prayer. Our 
brother Hugh Evans was choſen Moderator, The 
letters from the churches were read, minutes taken, | 
and our brother Ringdon was deſired to draw up the 


general letter. This ſervice was cloſed at fix o clock | 
in da by our aner Horſe 9 of Portſmouth, 
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Met again at feven preciſely, The ſervice was 
opened by ſinging a ſuitable hymn. Brother Timothy 
Thomas prayed, Our brother Jenkins, of Wrexham, 
preached from Mat. xi. 12. The kingdom of heaven ſuf- 
fereth violence, and the violent take it by force. This ſer- 
vice was clos'd a little before nine, with ſinging and 
Prayer, | | 


THURSDAY met at ſix o'clock preciſely. Im- 
proved the time in prayer and ſinging, and hearing 
the general letter read, till about nine. In this ſer- 

vice our brethren Lewis, Allſop, S. Dunſcombe, and 
Ferrabee, engaged in prayer. | 
The next ſervice began exactly at half paſt ten. 
Brother Gillard, of Yeovil prayed, and our brother B. 
Francis. Our brother H. Evans, preached from Gal. 
vi. 7. Be not deceived, God is not mocked, for whatſoever 
a man. ſoweth, that Mall he alſo reap. Brother Day 

clos'd this ſervice in prayer, about one. Singing at 
the uſual intervals. Attended to the private buſi- | 
nefs of the aſſociation till two, then adjourned. 


| Met again preciſely at three. Opened the meeting 
with ſinging as uſual, Brother C. Evans prayed. Bro- 
ther Tommas preached from Pf. cxliv. 15. Happy is 
that people, whoſe God is the Lord, Brother Fenkins | 
clos'd in prayer ſoon after five. —About ſix, having 
concluded the buſineſs of the aſſociation, the aſſemb- 
ly was diſmiſſed in prayer by the Moderator. 
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It was unanimouſly agreed at this aſſociation, that 
the account of the receipts and diſburſements of the 
Aſſociation fund ſhould be audited and approved at 


every aſſociation, and then ſign'd by the moderator, 


which was accordingly done upon the preſent occa- 
ſion, and ſeveral ſums voted out of this little fund 


for a variety of uſeful purpoſes. 


Agreed to recommend to the aſſociated Churches a 
day of prayer and humiliation, as ſoon as convenient 
to each church, on account of the low ſtate of reli- 
gion, and the threatening appearance of our national 
affairs; and as many other ſuch days in the year as 
may be found deſirable and convenient. 


Agreed to hold the next aſſociation, at the Pithay, 
Briftol, on the Tuzspay and WE DR Es DA, in the 
IWhitſun week.
